Deadly Firedamp Frustrate* the Ef- 


forts of the Rescuer*, On* of the 
Party •uccumbingWhen Taken Out. 
•cen* of th* Latest Accident In 
Tuok*r County. 


Elkins, W. Va., Feb. 5.—Between 26 


and 30 miners were killed by an ex- 
plosion at the Davis Coal and Coke 
company's mine No. 26, at Thomas 
near this city. The explosion was ter- 
rific and badly damaged the mine. It 
was the third disaster in West Vir- 
giaia within two weeks. 


Whea the rescuing party entered 


the mine, the bodies of six foreigners 
and one American were found at a dis 
tance of 100 feet from the shaft. Be- 
fore further progress could be made, 
a deadly wave or poisonous fumes en- 
veloped the rescuing party, which was 
eompesed of General Manager Ott, I). 
M. Boyd, superintendent Henry mine; 
Daniel Jones, mine boss; Arthur Stew- 
ard and John Jenkins. Before th* res- 
cuing party could reach the surface. 
Jones, the mine boss, died from suffo- 
cation. 


Efforts are being made to enter the 


mine again, but without success. The 
air fans were demolished b> the ex- 
plosion and the mine is full of danger- 
ous afterdamp. 
There is no possible 


hope that the men still in the mine 
are alive. While the exact number of 
entombed men is not known a» this 
time, the number is estimated at about 
3t, and it is thouebt probable that 
there might i»e more. 


Owing to the dangerous afterdamp 


and the lack of ventilation, it was al- 
most certain death for the rescuing 
party to enter the drift, and several 
of these were brought out almost 
dead. When it IB known that it is 
nearly a mile from the entrance to 
the heading of the drift, the dangerous 
condition can be realized. The bodies 
so far brought out were the first 
found. It is supposed that those far- 
ther from the entrance are burned and 
mangled.

iti consequence*. "You win hear the 
•tory of his insanity," Attorney John 
Qleaton, for the defense, promised th« 
Jury, "from his mother; from his wife, 
from hi* relatives and from his physi- 
cians. You will judge him by his acts, 
by the,..hereditary, and stress which 
entered, into his madness, and when 
you come to, judge him you will say 
to yourself that his act may have been 
one of insanity, but it was not one of 
crime." 


Thaw's counsel-told the story of the 


prisoner's love for the girl he was to 
make his wife. He met Evelyn Nesbit 
in 1901, and there then began in him 
an honorable Jove and regard for the 
girl. He told her mother of his love. 
The girl was in a precarious condition 
following a serious operation in a san- 
itarium, and Thaw suggested to the 
mother that she take Evelyn abroad to 
recuperate. It was arranged that Thaw 
should accompany the two as the open 
and avo.wed. suitor of the daughter. In 
1903 he Basked her to marry him and 
she-refused. "The reason for this re- 
fusal you will iear from her lips,'* an- 
nounced Mr. Gleason. 
"Suffice it to 


say the reason had to do with an inci- 
dent in her life with reference to Stan- 
ford White." 


• Thus laying the ground for the plea 
bf insanity, the defendant's lawyer de- 
clared the brain disease had laid hold 
of Thaw some three or four years ago. 
It was" claimed there have been many 
cases where a person has been pro- 
nounced insane upon one subject, and 
that alone. Mr. Gleason cited in- 
stances of temporary insanity, based 
upon a single act. "We will not base 
our plea, however, upon a single 
act." Attorney Gleason continued; "it 
will be shown that there was insanity 
on both sides of the defendant's fam- 
ily. Heredity has made us what we 
are, heredity has made the living 
world. Our case is far removed from 
the much-discussed defense of emo- 
tional .insanity.. You must disabuse 
your minds,of aii.you have read in the 
newspapers, and especially of the idea 
that has gone abroad that we are to 
rely upon some higher or unwritten 
law. We rely upon the constitution 
and the lawg jOf the imperial state 
of New York,.-and^upph. them aldnel 
You will understand this man's insai*- 
ity. It will not require experts to tell 
you of,it. It is within.jou to judge 
him, and you wfll say from the evi- 
dence that when." he killed Stanford 
White he was an insane man." 


That Thaw's wife .was to be,one of 


his most .important witnesses has Ions 
been known; th'atjhis mother was to 
take the stand .only became known 
positively when tie court announced 
the rule excluding from the courtroom 
all witnesse save experts. Thaw's 
mother, at the command, left the room 
after a moment's hesitation. She 
seemed unwilling:, to be parted from 
her son in the hour of his need. His 
wife, too, reluctantly left the room, 
bestowing a smile of courage and hope 
upon her husband. May Mackenzie 
also left the room. Thaw seemed de- 
jected. Many times last week during 
the dull days of jury selection he 
turned to Ms • wife for comfort and 
found her ever ready with a quick, re- 
sponsive smile. Now. that the serious 
work of the trial was to begin, he was 
to he denied her'presence. 


State's Cas«. 


The prosecution occupied less than 


two hours in relating through eye-wit? 
nesses the.narrative of the tragedy. 


Mr. Garvan In, telling the story of 


the alleged murder occupied less than 
10 minutes, and the prosecution's en- 
tire case was kept within two hours. 
With the exception o'f. young White 
and the coroner's physician who per- 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wounds on White's body, the only per- 
sons called to the stand by the state 
were five eye-wltneses. They were 
cross-examined briefly by Attorney 
Delmas of the defense, who thus ap- 
peared actively in the proceedings for 
the first time.
